''"such a "point" is Esquimalt, and that 
the Engineer-iu-Chief bad EsiiiiinialL 
in his inind'H eye when he wrote tho 
•Nvords we have" taken the liliorty ol 
putting iu italics, may safely be taken 
for granted. The question may well 
be consiiiered as having resolved it- 
self into one of choice between Esqui- 
malt and Bnrrard Inlet; and it is as 
such that we propose to consider it. 
Lot us premise that it irs as n. "^'reat na- 
tional work, towering far above all 
•mei'elv local or sectional interests or 
considerations, that we desire to ti-eat 
the subject. However desiro\is we 
might bo to see the road run by some 
particular route or terminate at some 
particular point, we would be utterly 
unworthy of the position wo occupy 
'Were we' not enabled wiih sincerity to 
sav, Let it come by tliat route and ter- 
minate at that point which shall most 
contribute to its permanent success and 
usefulness, vie\v<.'d from the l)roader 
national stand-point. It is, tliereforo, 
with no desh-e to disparage the naviga- 
bla.qualities of our own magniticent 
water system that we invite a compari- 
fion between the two points indicateil, 
ill order to see which of them })resents 
in the highest degree the conditions so 
well expressed in the above quoted 
passage. And here let us take the 
evidence of one whose disinterested- 
ness and thorough compeleney to tes- 
tify on the point (.'annot possiljly be 
qiiostionod. Let us see v,-liat Admiral 
llichards. Principal Hydrographer to 
Her Majesty, and who personally di- 
reotod-the survey of these waters, has 
to say: "Esquimalt harbor is a safe 
niid excellent anchorage for ships of 
any size, ami with the aid of a light on 
Fisgard Island (since supplietl) may 
bo entered at all times uiul with great 
facility." Of Bnrrard Inlet as a har- 
Tjor he speaks Jiighly, although tlie 
difEculty of passing the first narrows 
is considerable. HesiK'cting tins he 
says: "The strength of the tide in 
the narrowest part of the fiirst noi-- 
rows is from 4 to 8 knots. The only 
directions necessary for a steamer arc 
to keep the south shore aboard and to 
be quick and careful with the helm; 
small craft may go through with ease, 
tho tide being favorable; to a sailing 
ship a knowledge of the locality is ne" 
cessary, ns well as n commanding 
brrcze.nnd it ohr.uh; ii< •■fi l.e Mlcrcj.it- 
<ed with tho irtll .'■■(r^nijih ,•,■! l;.'o 
stream." It may, in fact, fairly be in- 
ferred that ljurrard Inlet is a good 
harbor, second only in point of excel- 
lence to Esquimalt. But it is less the 
intrinsic merits of these two harbors 
than their relative geographical posi- 
tions and accessibility Ironi the liigli 
seas that constitutes the real ground 
of discussion. AVe have seen that Ea- 
quiinalt is, perse, a betterliarbor than 
Burrard Inlet. But reverse their geo- 
graphical positions, and there could 
be no hesitation in declarini^- Bnrrard 
Inlet to be the more desirable of the 
two for the purposes of a trans-conti- 
nental radway. 'the real objection to 
Burrard inlet consists in the fact of 
its being, as ships sad, about one 
haiidrcd mdes farther fi-om tho high 
seas, and that hundred miles 
being in great part dillicull and in some 
instances daugerous iu so far as tho 
larger clas3 of sailing vessels and even 
steamers are concerned. With its 
known timidity it would be idle to 
Bay that Commerce would not greatly 
prefer the better harbour ol Esqiuniait 
close to the ouean aiiu right mi the 
track to encountering one hundred 
miles ol dilhcult and uncertain naviga- 
tion to tind the worse harbour of Bur- 
rard Inlet. It has been urged as an 
argument iu favur of Burrard Inlet as 
the terminus of the railway that ninety 
or a hundred miles i;f railway would 
be s.vved. If one were not to Joolc Ije- 
Yond the terminus, the cost of con- 
btruclioii, inaiutenanco and operation 
of ninety or a liumlred niilesol raihvay 
would be abcnit the measure (d the ar- 
gument. Bui if, a.) must be the ease, 
we look bi-yonil the seas and regard 
the railway as constituting merely a 
link in the great highway for the na- 
tions, not only does this argument lose 
its force as in favor of Burrard Inlet, 
but it gathers strength as an argument 
in favor of Esquimalt. C^oiisiilered as 
a highway lietween Europe and Asia, 
it is surely better that there should be 
ninety or a hundred miles more rail- 
way and less navigation. In this age 
of annihilation ol tinie and space, the 
great desiueratum of which scieiitilic 
enterprise is in search is the lessening 
of watertravel by tho extcnsioiiof land, 
and, according to all recognized prnici- 
plea the ninety or a hundred miles 
more (J^' railway necessary to l each 
Esquimalt would l)o far more than 
(•oinpensat(Hl for by Die ninety (jr a 
hundred miles saved iu navigating to 
Burrard Inlet. J3ut another and scarce- 
ly loss important view remains to lie 
'taken. Two groat transconliiieiilal 
railways will terminate on theoo waters 
and compete for the commerce of tho 
Paoifio, It is of primary importance 



tb-Canttda, to Britain, that hor's shall 
not terminate at a point which will 
place the rival road (the Northern Pa- 
cilic) at an ndvantrvge. With its ter- 
minus at Esciuimalt, the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway would possess a very de- 
cided advantage over its lival. Ter- 
minating at Burrard Inlet, it would bo 
placed at a decided disadvantage. Wo 
might elaborate this branch of the 
subject, did time and space permit. 
'I'he jji-esonl remarks have been siig- 
g(>sted by a loading article which re- 
cently aiipeared intheToronto 'Globe,' 
and which we published yesterday. A ; 
hjcal print has suggested that th(> a_i- ' 
tide was d(^signed as n bit of "bluiV." j 
W(! wish we could think so. To our 
thinking, it looks more like an indica- ' 
tioii, a sort of premouiution of wlmt i 
may too possibly bo expected as tlie , 
nat ural fruit of the foolL^li attitude :!S- , 
sumed by the local (lovernnient, coun- 
tenanced and backed up by Victoria. 
In this, however, we woidd be glofl to 
lind that we are mistaken. No such 
considerations ought to be permitleil 
to inlluence either the route cirterniin- 
us of the^Ibiilway.

Dr. Kenealy'a Sentence. 



The benchera of Gray's Inn have 
issued a report of their proceedings in 
roforonco to !Dr. Kenealy, as well as a 
copy of t]io rewlutions pas.scd by 
tlie in.
